A delegation of Gumee residents 
headed by Ralph Dady, state's attorney 
of Lake county, filed a demand with tho 
atate utility board for a gateman at tho 
St. Paul crossing at the west limita of 
the business district of the village.

Fruit Prospects There. 

A great, Impetus was given to set- 
tling and farming by several droughts 
npd crop failures In other parts of 
Argentina which drove up tho price of 
alfalfffl. a crop which wns absolutely 
guaranteed under Irrigation. Other 
crops such as wheat, barley, and to u 
Hlight extent maize, arc grown, but 
lately tho planting of tho vino has aa- 
sumed enormous proportions.
